THE FIFTEENTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
WESTERN CONFERENCE OF THE CATHOLIC 
HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION 

Two hundred twenty-five Sisters representing twenty-four 
religious communities in eleven States and British Columbia 
attended the Fifteenth Annual Meeting of the Western Con- 
ference of the Catholic Hospital Association in Seattle, 
Wash., February 19 to 23, 1939. The Sisters attended the 
sessions of the thirteenth Annual Convention of Association 
of Western Hospitals and participated in the program. The 
Chaplains affiliated with Catholic hospitals and county insti- 
tutions held their first meeting at Providence Hospital and 
formed a permanent organization, to be known as the 
Chaplains’ Council. 

The Convention opened with Solemn High Mass in St. 
James Cathedral. His Excellency, the Most Reverend Gerald 
Shaughnessy, S.M., S.T.D., Bishop of Seattle, presided. He 
welcomed the delegates and reminded them of the noble tra- 
dition of Christian charity as exemplified in the work of the 
hospitals, calling attention to the teachings of our late Holy 
Father Pope Pius XI in the Encyclicals of Reconstruction of 
the Social Order. Bishop Shaughnessy stressed the importance 
of providing a living wage for all employees in a Catholic 
hospital. 

At the special meeting which was held at Providence Hos- 
pital on Sunday afternoon, Sister Mary Cecilia, Mercy 
Hospital, San Diego, Calif., President of the Western Con- 
ference of the Catholic Hospital Association presided, and 
gave a greeting to the assembly, the largest group recorded 
for these meetings. At round-table discussions which fol- 
lowed, Reverend Richard T. Howley, Archdiocesan Director 
of Hospitals, San Francisco, Calif., was chairman. 

Personnel Policies and Practices in Catholic Hospitals were 
discussed by Sister M. Liguori, St. Luke Hospital, Pasadena, 
Calif. She pointed out that in aiming to maintain satisfactory 
personnel relationship, attention should be given to the selec- 
tion of employees, salaries, standards, educational opportuni- 
ties, vacations, and sick leaves. Referring to the provision of 
social-security legislation, she indicated that personnel in hos- 
pitals should ably avail themselves of any benefit open to 
other employed groups. 

The Nurse Practice Act in five western states and British 
Columbia was carefully reviewed. The discussions indicated 
the deep interest of the Sisters in existing legislation and 
various amendments being proposed at the present time in a 
number of states. 

His Excellency, The Most Reverend Edwin V. O'Hara, 
D.D., Bishop of Great Falls, Mont., and a member of the 
National Welfare Conference Committee, extended to the 
delegates in attendance best wishes of the Hierarchy of the 
U.S. His Excellency gave a very informative summary of the 
contribution of the Catholic Sisterhood operating hospitals in 
the Northwest. He referred to the conference held in recent 
months by the leaders of three National Hospital Associa- 
tions and federal officials for the purpose of formulating poli- 
cies with reference to the utilization of existing private 
facilities to the fullest extent. 

Discussing the relationship by the hospitals and public 


agencies, The Right Reverend Monsignor Thomas J. 
O’Dwyer, Catholic Welfare Bureau, Los Angeles, Calif., 
called attention to a number of studies made in recent years 
under the direction of national bodies, indicated showing the 
vitally accepted practice of using funds to pay for the care of 
patients in voluntary hospitals. This policy is amply justified 
on an economic basis. He outlined seven principles which he 
stated govern relationships between public authorities and 
hospitals. 

The Reverend William Walsh, Director Catholic Charities, 
Seattle, Wash., discussed the co-operation of the Hospital in 
the Catholic Charities Program. 

Sister John of the Cross, Department of Nursing Educa- 
tion, Seattle, Wash., ably interpreted the place of the nurse 
in this growing program of health care. She stated that Cath- 
olic Sisters and nurses must be keenly aware of the problems 
of the profession and furthermore, must help solve these 
problems and plan and work with our professional organiza- 
tions whenever legitimate; must stimulate our private duty 
nurses to their responsibilities so that our postgraduate 
courses should be on a high educational level; that approved 
public-health-nursing courses should be made available in 
some of our Catholic colleges on the Pacific Coast. All our 
efforts should be directed toward the great aim expressed by 
Pius XI himself, that our institutions be in the front rank of 
services to the communities which we serve so that we can 
continue to express in our lives and in our work the beautiful 
motto of the organization, ‘““The Charity of Christ Urges Us.”

Holy Cross is fully approved by the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons and the American Medical Associa- 
tion; it is a member of the Catholic and American Hospital 
Associations; and it is endorsed by the Subscriptions Investi- 
gating Committee of the Chicago Association of Commerce. 

A summary of hospital activities during the ten years of its 
existence discloses that 36,284 patients have been admitted: 
medical, 7,731; surgical, 16,524; obstetrical, 5,996; newborn, 
6,033; and twin sets, 62. The total number of patients that 
have been discharged is 35,672; recovered, 27,481; improved, 
7,188; unimproved, 342; and expired, 651. There were 17,910 
operations performed, 382,772 laboratory examinations, 28,160 
X-rays, 16,353 therapy treatments, and 8,205 first-aid treat- 
ments. The total number of hospital days is 328,509; average 
number of patients per day, 90; and the number of doctors 
who attended patients is 208. The hospital cared for 27,770 
Catholics, 5,429 Protestants (various), 2,385 Lutherans, 110 
Orthodox, 250 Jews, and 340 who professed no religion. 

Students Receive Caps. Capping exercises for the fresh- 
man class of St. Mary’s Hospital School of Nursing, Quincy, 
were held in the hospital chapel on a Sunday afternoon. For 
the first time in the history of the school, three Sisters of 
the Order of the Sisters of the Poor of St. Francis were 
participants. Miss Mary Anderson, superintendent of nurses, 
presented the class, and Mother Tabitha officiated at the 
capping ceremony. Three Franciscan priests celebrated solemn 
Benediction. 

Indiana 

New X-Ray Unit Installed. Through a generous donation, 
Margaret Mary Hospital, Batesville, has installed a latest 
type of mobile shockproof X-ray unit. The equipment is 
designed to aid the physician in the setting of fractures in 
the operating and emergency rooms and can be used for bed- 
side fluoroscopy and radiography. 

The organization of a staff at the hospital has been effected 
and monthly meetings will be held regularly. 

Hospital Sets New High Mark. St. Catherine’s Hospital, 
East Chicago, gave nursing care to 6,371 persons during 
1938, the largest number in the history of the institution and 
504 more than in 1937. The hospital also cared for 2,577 
patients who needed wounds dressed, X-ray service, etc., but 
not confined to bed. The surgical department made 
operations (1,103 major), the X-ray department made 
pictures, 3,275 radiographical examinations, and 382 
The hosp.ta! gave 961 X-ray treat- 
ments and 917 physica.-therapy treatments. The maternity 
department cared for 1.057 mothers; 998 babies were born. 

The personnel of the hospital, exclusive of physicians and 
surgeons on the staff, inc uues persons, 2U o: whom are 
members of the Sisters, Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ. In 
the nursing department there are employed a director, two 
instructers, and 55 registered nurses; 71 students are en- 
rolled in the school of nursing. 

Additions to the hospital during the past year include an 
iron lung donated by the East Chicago Elks’ Lodge and a 
fever machine, a gift of Twin City American Legion Post 
No. 266. The hospital purchased a deep-therapy machine, and 
additional stcrage facilities were provided. 

New Children’s Unit. A new 35-bed children’s department 
has been opened on the fourth floor of St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Indianapolis. The department, a complete unit within itself, 
contains six single rooms, a two-bed ward, a three-bed ward, 
two eight-bed wards, and a social room. 

The two-bed ward, for tiny children, has an unusual type 
of bed which was designed by Sister Rose, superintendent 
of the hospital. The bed is of high structure and the sides 
can be raised or lowered; huge drawers are built underneath 
to store toys and necessary equipment. The three-bed ward 
with partitions of wood and glass was furnished by the hos-

Iowa 

Freshmen Receive Caps. At Mercy Hospital School of 
Nursing, Cedar Rapids, 21 freshmen received nurses’ caps 
at a presentation ceremony held in the hospital auditorium. 

Sisters Purchase Hospital. The Sisters of Mercy of Coun- 
cil Bluffs have purchased the former Congregational Hospital, 
Des Moines. The building, which will be used for a home 
for the aged, is three stories high and is situated on a seven- 
acre tract of land. It was erected in 1917 at a cost of 
$100,000; the Sisters bought it for $25,000.

Free Patients Increase. St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Coving- 
ton, during the past year treated absolutely free 1,650 
patients, an increase of 9 per cent over 1937. The number 
of patients receiving part-pay treatment totaled 2,805, an 
increase of 5 per cent over 1937. The total number of 
patients admitted to the hospital last year was 5,585, an 
increase of 421 over 1937. There were 901 babies born in the 
hospital last year, which is about 8 per cent more than the 
number born in 1937. According to the register, 2,858 Cath- 
olics were treated, 2,531 Protestants, 14 Jews, and 182 
without any religious affiliation. 

Nebraska 

Nebraska Hospital Assembly. The annual conference of 
the Nebraska Hospital Assembly will be held on March 23 
at the Blackstone Hotel, Omaha, in conjunction with the 
annual Institute for Nurses registered in that state, which 
will open a three-day session at the same headquarters on 
March 22.

and round-table discussion. A joint dinner of all groups will 
be served in the evening. All nurses registered in Nebraska 
and persons interested in the hospital and allied-groups ses- 
sions are invited. There will be no registration fee. Detai!s 
of the program for the day can be secured from Dr. Francis 
J. Bean, secretary-treasurer of the Nebraska Hospital Assem- 
bly, c/o University Hospital, Omaha. 

Plan for Hospital Care. The non-profit free-choice plan 
for hospital care developed by the group hospitalization com- 
mittee of the Omaha Hospital Council opened for business 
on February 1 and is known as the Associated Hospital 
Service of Nebraska. Offices are located in the Omaha Na- 
tional Bank Building at Omaha, with Mr. J. H. Pfeiffer as 
executive secretary. This plan offers 21 days of hospital care 
in two-bed to four-bed rooms for subscribers, with half care 
for dependents under 19 years of age. In addition, a discount 
of 25 per cent is extended to subscribers using more than 21 
days of hospital care within the period of a year, up to a 
total limitation of 90 days; dependents receive 12% per 
cent discount during the 90-day period. All of the approved 
hospitals of Omaha have united to sponsor the plan, and 
members of the board of directors include prominent physi- 
cians, businessmen, and hospital executives. The Associated 
Hospital Service has the endorsement of the Omaha Douglas 
County Medical Society. 

Annual Retreat. The annual three-day retreat for the 
nurses of St. Elizabeth Hospital School of Nursing, Lincoln, 
was conducted recently by Rev. Herman Joseph. Special 
services were held each evening, and spiritual conferences 
during the day. 

Admits 58 Freshmen Nurses. Fifty-eight freshman nurses 
of Creighton Memorial, St. Joseph’s Hospital, Omaha, were 


formally admitted to the school of nursing at a traditional 
cap and cape ceremony held in the school auditorium. Rev. 
John J. MclInerny, S.J., dean of the Creighton school of 
nursing, addressed the students. 


Nurses’ Ball. The annual nurses’ ball sponsored by the 
students of Creighton Memorial, St. Joseph’s Hospital School 
of Nursing, Omaha, was held on February 1 in the Fontenelle 
Hotel. 

New Hampshire 

Retreat Days. February 16 to 19 were retreat days at 
Notre Dame de Lourdes Hospital School of Nursing, Man- 
chester, for the student and graduate nurses. Rev. L. P. 
Dumont, O.P., was the retreat master. Three sermons were 
given daily, two in English and one in French. Eight new 
students were received into the Sodality. 

New York 

Hospital Bureau’s Annual Meeting. The Hospital Bureau 
of Standards and Supplies, Inc., of New York City held its 
annual meeting at the Hotel Roosevelt, New York City, 
February 23. Seventy superintendents and purchasing agents 
representing institutions from as far south as Norfolk, Va., 
and as far north as Rochester, N. Y., were present. The 
present membership consists of 215 institutions located from 
Maine to Texas, and running as far west as Oklahoma. 

In accordance with its policy of assisting member institu- 
tions in their purchasing of goods, it was announced that the 
Bureau recently inaugurated a buying survey service that is 
available to all members, by means of which they may evalu- 
ate their local markets in comparison with national offerings. 

Particular emphasis was placed on the need of greater use 
of specifications and standards in the purchase of materials, 
and attention was called to the Manual of Standards recently

At the present time 
only medical and surgical cases are cared for, but it is 
hoped that the near future will bring facilities for maternity 
cases. The hospital, which was a tubercular sanatorium since 
1900, is four stories high and has a capacity of 110 beds. The 
Sisters of Mercy are in charge. 

Ohio 

Plan City-Wide Campaign. An effort to raise between 
$75,000 and $100,000 for St. Mary’s Hospital, Cincinnati, 
through the medium of a two-day city-wide contact cam- 
paign, will be undertaken by the executive management of 
local fraternal and civic groups. Judge William E. Handley, 
executive chairman of the committee, announced at a recent 
meeting that it was proposed to have 3,000 volunteer workers, 
representing various organizations and associations and in- 
cluding a.t classes and creeds. A new type of campaign pro- 
cedure, based on the wards and precincts in the Cincinnati 
area, will be followed. 

Response Gratifying. A total of $1,671.37 was given to the 
Sisters of the Poor of St. Francis at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Cincinnati, during a period of one week in response to the 
plea of Archbishop John T. McNicholas in behalf of the 
hospital. The largest response came from the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society of St. Clare’s Parish at College Hill; they gave 
$589.81.

Priests Enrolled. Priests of Cuyahoga County were enrolled 
in the Cleveland Hospital Service Association during the 
first two weeks of February.

The call-bell system 
is installed throughout the new addition. A new ambulance 
entrance has been built, and the main entrance to the emer- 
gency room has a concrete column which serves as a control

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Fifty years ago the Sisters of the Poor of St. Francis were 
operating St. Francis Hospital in Columbus and were increas- 
ingly troubled with overcrowded conditions. The Sisters, 
therefore, petitioned the administrative board of Starling 
Medical College for more ample quarters to provide a place 
for the increasing number of patients and for household 
needs. They were told that the college itself could not be 
encroached upon, but that they might erect on the hospital 
grounds a building that would answer the purpose and that 
half of the estimated cost of $20,000 would be paid by the 
rename yore board. Mother Willeyka refused to accept the 
| proposal and urged that as soon as possible a site be obtained 
‘for a new hospital. After repeated endeavors a suitable place 
|was purchased and the building of the future St. Anthony’s 
|Hospital was started. This new institution had accommoda- 
|tions for 200 patients; it had 30 private rooms and 170 beds 
'for charity patients. Two of the doctors of the original staff 
‘still remain on active duty—Dr. J. A. Stout and Dr. Earl 
|M. Gilliam, who is one of three generations associated with 
| St. Anthony’s. In 1911, the Sisters had to build a new rear 
| wing to the hospital in order to provide additional space for 
| patients and to make room for equipment improvements. 
| Catholic Nurses Meet. The directors of the Cleveland 
Diocesan Federation of Catholic Nurses held their quarterly 
meeting in the nurses’ home of St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Youngstown, on March 5. Plans were made for the annual 
retreats to be held simultaneously on Passion Sunday in 
Cleveland, Akron, Canton, Youngstown, Warren, and Lorain. 





Pennsylvania 

Hospital Improvements. The Junior Aid of St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Philadelphia, has furnished the hospital with a 
portable library. 

A new electrocardiograph machine and an incubator have 
| also been added to the hospital equipment through the aid of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary. 
| Hospital Opens New Wing. Mercy Hospital, Pittsburgh, 
| has built a new southwest wing, which is nine stories high 
| and constructed of brick and cut stone on a frame of steel 
| and concrete. It was built in order to consolidate certain de- 
| partments and to provide for more modern and advanced 
| equipment and facilities. The lower floors contain centralized 
storerooms, a new diet kitchen, formula station, serving room, 
and a large cafeteria for the hospital employees. 

The fourth floor is devoted to modern operating suites of 
| the most advanced design for general surgery. There are ten 
large operating rooms in this unit, arranged in pairs with a 
sterilizing room and a surgeons’ room between each pair. 
Three of these rooms have raised observers’ galleries at one 
end. Tiled walls, terrazzo floors, built-in cases and equipment, 
together with the use of such modern materials as stainless 
| steel and glass blocks with complete ventilating and heating 
units, etc., combine to make this one of the finest operating 
departments. The fifth and ninth floors contain wards fur- 
nished in a cheerful manner, each bed having an individual 
compartment or cubicle. The sixth, seventh, and eighth floors, 
each finished in a different color scheme, contain private 
rooms. A large roof deck and sunroom occupy the tenth floor. 
Each floor has a brightly furnished solarium. Rubber-tile 
floors, acoustic tile ceilings, and noiseless mercury switches 
combine to eliminate disturbing noises. 

The architects are now working on plans for extensive al- 
terations of the present south wing of the hospital to bring 
it into conformity with the new building and to co-ordinate 
each floor and department, and to provide for new and in-

Wisconsin 
Tenth Anniversary. The transition of Community Hospital 
— Hotel Dieu of St. Joseph, New London, from a five-room 
dwelling house of ten years ago to a 50-bed, fully equipped 
$200,000 hospital building was celebrated at a tenth-anniver- 
sary dinner served by the Hospital Auxiliary in the parish 
hall of the Church of the Most Precious Blood. The first 
hospital was operated by three Sisters and two lay nurses, 
and about 200 patients were cared for in a year. Now there 
are 12 physicians and surgeons of the surrounding territory 
bringing nearly 1,000 patients annually to the hospital, and 
there is a regular staff of eight Sisters and nine lay nurses. 
About $400,000 worth of medical and surgical equipment has 
been added to its facilities. The Order of the Religious Hos- 
pitallers of St. Joseph operate the hospital; Mother Hickey, 
R.N., is the superintendent. 
Sister Superior Honored. A few days before her departure, 
Sister Claveria, Sister Superior of St. Mary’s Hospital in 
Wausau, was honored at a dinner meeting of the hospital

medical staff. She has been appointed to the same position at 
St. Savior’s Hospital in Portage. 

The members of the medical staff, in token of their esteem, 
presented Sister Claveria with a memento, which bears the 
following inscription beneath a picture of the hospital: “To 
all to whom these presents shall come, greeting: Be it known 
that the members of this organization wish to recognize the 
33 years of unselfish service and devotion to this institution 
of Sister Claveria Stadler. These letters bring a testimonial 
of their appreciation and affection.” 

After almost ten years of study in Rome under Professor 
Caesar Morocco, Sister Claveria was sent to Wausau in 1906 
to aid three pioneering Sisters who were taking care of the 
sick and injured in the old Riverside Hospital, founded and 
operated by the late Dr. Douglas Sauerhering. Later, the 
doctor turned the hospital over to the Sisters because of con- 
tinual difficulties he encountered, and in less than a year the 
Sisters found it necessary to build a larger and better 
equipped building. On a four-acre tract of land, the present 
site of the hospital, donated by the Wausau Law and Land 
Association, the cornerstone of the first unit of the present 
St. Mary’s Hospital was laid in 1907 and the building was 
dedicated in 1908. Sister Claveria was among the original 
group in charge of the hospital. In 1916, she became superior. 
Because rapid progress taxed the hospital capacity and the 
hospital facilities to the limit, a four-story fireproof structure 
was erected as an addition to the original structure, doubling 
its capacity, providing for a modern maternity department, 
and including facilities for a school of nursing. This addition 
was dedicated in 1922. 

Sister Claveria’s early interest in nursing education en- 
couraged her to expand a group of courses started in 1914 by 
a group of doctors by forming St. Mary’s School of Nursing 
in 1923, which was accredited in 1924 by the Wisconsin 
Bureau of Nursing Education. In 1925, after seeing the first 
class of ten Sisters graduate, Sister Claveria was transferred 
to St. Savior’s Hospital for a three-year term, during which a 
large addition was erected. In 1928, she returned to Wausau. 
The year 1935 marked the realization of another of Sister’s 
dreams when the fourth floor of the original building at St. 
Mary’s was completed as a convent for the Sisters. Her hopes 
for the completion of the school of nursing and additional 


rooms in the north wing of the hospital still remain unful-

Spanish-Speaking Nurses Sought. In a message released by 
the Pan American Sanitary Bureau of Washington, a plea is 
made for Spanish-speaking nurses to work in a Latin Ameri- 
can Republic.
